MOSCOW, Jan. 7— High- 
ranking Soviet Communists 
have accused former Premier 
| Nikolai A. Bulganin of lying 
to them in his abject confes- 
sion three weeks ago. 

They think Bulganin will 
have to do much better to 
make up for his participation 
in a plot against the party 
leadership. 

The Soviet leaders indicated 
that Bulganin’s speech at the 
December meeting of the 
party’s central committee was 
actually his second effort at 
apology. They said it was just 
as “feeble” and ‘“‘unconvinc- 
ing” as his earlier attempt. 

These comments were con- 
tained in the speeches of eight 
party officials who addressed 
the central committee plenum 
held here from Dec. 15 through 


19. A thick ‘book described 
as a stenographic record of 
the meeting has been  pub- 


lished here. The stenographic 
records sold out within a few 
hours. 

The demands for a better 
statement from Bulganin indi- 
cate that the party intends to 
pursue further the activities of 
the so-called anti-party group 
It is thought the subject may 
be raised again at the twenty- 
first party congress, scheduled 
to open Jan. 27. 

The anti-party group as first 
identified in July 1957 con- 
| sisted of former Premier Mal- 
enkov, former party trouble- 
shooter Kaganovich and for- 
mer Foreign Minister Molotov 
Former Foreign Minister Shep. 
ilov was said to have “sided 
with them.” They were ac- 
cused of opposing nearly every- 
thing the party under Khrush- 
| chev had tried to do in recent 
years and specifically of plot- 
ting against the leadership. 
| In November in announcing 
_the seven-year economic plan 
Khrushchev casually included 


| plotters. 
Three weeks ago Bulganin 
'rose at the plenum and said 


that all the charges against 
him and against the other 
plotters were true. But he went 
on to minimize his own role

After it escapes the earth's 
influence the most important 
of these considerations is the 
sun, around which the vehicle 
is expected to orbit as an arti- 
ficial planet. 

The picture is also compli- 
cated by the fact that the 
rocket’s velocity can be consid- 
ered in several ways—with re- 
spect to the earth, with erspect 
to the sun or even with respect 
to the moon. 

An expert has calculated that 
it started from earth with a 
velocity of 36,700 feet a second. 
The rocket’s speed must dimin- 
ish gradually thereafter as the 
object slips through earth’s 
gravitational fingers, so to 
speak, and escapes. ;

Thus the vehicle’s speed with 


respect to the sun would be 


106,200 feet a second. 

As the probe crossed the 
orbit of the moon, roughly 
240,000 miles from earth, the 
velocity had dropped to 15,224 
miles a second, Soviet scien- 
tists reported. This is equiva- 
lent to a little more than 7000 
feet a second (with respect to 
the earth), a figure that agrees 
rather closely with an estimate 
of about 8000 feet a second 
made by Ehricke. 


Ultimately, Ehricke said, the 
vehicle can be expected to as- 
sume an eliptical orbit around 
the sun. 

In this. path its velocity 
might properly be considered 
with respect to the sun since 
both the probe and earth are 


/cun satellites. 


Considered in this fashion 
the probe will have an orbital 
velocity ranging roughly from 
106,000 feet a second to 82,000 
feet a second, Ehricke said. 
Like all such satellites it would 
move fastest at perihelion 
(closest approach to the sun) 
and slowest at aphelion (far- 
thest point from the sun).

WASHINGTON Jan. 7- A | 
20-vear study of the effects of | 
rediation or human beings was 


yesterday by the 
committee on pathological ef- 
fects of atomic radiation of the 
National Academy of Sciences 

Dr. Shields Warren, profes- 
sor of pathology at Harvard | 
and committee chairman, said | 
that such a survey would be | 
proposed to Congress within 
a year. 

He said that it would involve 
the Public Health Service, the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Defense Department and 
a number of other federal | 


agencies. He estimated the | 
cost at between $750,000 and | 
$1,500,000 a year. 
He said he recently held a | 
meeting with representatives 
of federal agencies and private 
foundations interested in it. 
2,000,000 to Be Studied. 


At least 1,000,000 persons, 
he said, would be studied in 
each of two contrasting areas: | 

1. A high-level area of 
known high-radiation incli- | 
dence from the sun's cosmic 
rays, in all probability the 
Colorado plateau with the 

large population areas of | 

Denver or Salt Lake City or 

both, used as study material | 

2. A sea-level area of | 
known low radiation inci- 
dence, still to be chosen, but 
probably on the West Coast, 
since the prevailing winds in 
this country blow radiation 
easterly. 

Dr. Warren said that fall-out 
radiation would not be a factor 
in this study because its pres- 
ent incidence is relatively very 
small. “But we've got to keep 
a careful eye on it,’ he added 

He said that the low-level 
area would serve as a “control” 
for the high, and that the pro- 
posed United States. study 
would gain much by compari- 
son with United Nations studies 
on populations in areas of 
much higher radiation levels 
than can be found here. 

Broad Study Envisioned. 

Dr. Warren said 
posed study would consist of 
studies of over-all vital sta- 
tistics to find evidence of ef- 
fects attributable to radiation. 
such as leukemia, bone cancer, | 
and shortening of the life 
span

Walter Kreyling. treasurer of 
the board of education of the 
district, said the decrease may 


result in an operating deficit 
of about $14,000 for the fiscal 


vear ending next June 30. The | 


deticit will be met from an ac- 
cumulated cash balance of 
about $90.000 that was on hand 
last July 1. 


Estimates for Year. 
Expenditures for the current 
vear are estimated to range 
from $97,000 to $100,000. W. P.

taxes from the St. Louis Coun- | 


ty Housing Authority is esti- 
mated at $70.943 

The Housing Authority last 
vear paid the district $15,000 


in lieu of taxes. The payment 
is based on 10 per cent of the 
net shelter rental for the hous- 
ing project now operated at 
Jefferson Barracks by 
agency. The amount of 
years payment has not been 
set vet. Krevliing said. 

The big decline in revenue 
results from a drop in funds 
expected to be received by the 
district under the state school 
foundation program. Only 
about $32,606 is expected from 
this source this vear, compared 
with about $64,911 last vear. 

Sullivan explained that the 
State aid is based on average 
daily attendance. Last year's 
average, which will be used 
in computing the amount of 
this year’s assistance, was 253 
pupils, compared with 570 the 
previous year 

Reason for Decline. 

This decline in enrollment 
resulted principally from a de- 
crease in size of the present 
housing project at Jefferson 
Barracks. A number of build- 
ings were razed to make way 
for the controversial new $3,- 
025,825 project being erected 
by the Housing Authority. 

Kreyling said the drop in 
revenue, coupled with contin- 
ued expected increases in costs, 
could reduce the cash balance 


on hand now to a dangerously 
low level within several years 

Krevling said the problem is 
complicated by the fact that 
more than two-thirds of the 
p' blic school pupils in the dis- 
trict live in the housing pro)- 


ect. which provides only a rela- 
tively small share of operating 
revenues 


Krevling said despite this 
condition, he tavors construc- 
tion of the new housing pro)- 
ect. He said he felt financial

~-RINGFIELD, Il). Jan. 7 
‘arre- J0V. William G. Strat- 
ton today urged the new IIli- 
nois Legislature to increase 
state school aid, abolish per- 
sonal property taxes and reor- 
ganize the 15 code departments 
under his jurisdiction. 

In a message to a joint ses- 
sion, he hinted that tax in- 


creases Were in the offing be- 
cause of the mounting demands 


on the state treasury for 
schools and public aid pro- 
grams 


In this corinection, Stratton 
advised the Legislature to con- 
sider earmarking “certain rev- 
enue sources for future sup- 
port of the two huge grant pro- 
grams which chiefly account 
for the tremendous rise in 
State costs 

Taxes for a Purpose. 

“In othe: words,” he said. 
“if people <re going to expect 
the state to provide huge in- 
creases to support the elemen- 
tary schools and the several re- 
lief programs then they had 
better be taxed specifically for 
these purposes.” 

In that way, the Governor 
continued, the money would be 
available and “the public will 
have a much better concept of 
what they are paying for.” 

Emphasizing the problems 
confronting the General Assem 
bly in the next six months, 
Stratton declarcd 

“This Legislature must 
more for schools, more for the 
needy, more for the care of the 
mentally ill; more, indeed, must 
be provided in every field which 
comes under the broad head- 


ing of health, welfare § and 
safety.” 
Level Must Go Up. 
On school aid, he said the 
time had arrived to raise the 


present $200 per pupil level of 


support for grade and high 
schools. which would mean a 
sizable increase in the state's 
outlay 

He withheld a specific rec- 
ommendation on the _ figure 


until he presents his two-year 
budget in April. The 
School Problems Commission 
has recommended the pupil 
level be boosted as high as 
$260. This would require $345.- 
000,000 compared with the cur- 
rent $227,000,000 appropriation. 
State aid to schools makes up 


the difference between the 
guaranteed. level. and the 
amount produced by a local 
qualifying property tax 


Stratton urged the Legisla- 
ture to take “bold statutory 
action” to eliminate the pres- 
ent “inequitable” personal 
property tax, long a sore spot 


in the Illinois tax system 

May Require Amendment. 

However, some legal experts 
contend this cannot be done 
through a legislative act but 
requires a state constitutional

Stratton recommended as the 
“basic need” of the tax system

Only One Large Booster. 

The United States has only 
one large rocket booster, that 
developed by North American 
Aviation Co., to give the initial 
boost to the Navaho pilotiess 
bomber. It had a thrust of 
about 135,000 pounds. This has 
been increased by refinements 
today to about 150,000 pounds. 


This rocket engine is used 
to power the Jupiter and Thor 
intermediate range ballistic 
missiles. Two of them, together 
with a 90,000 pound thrust 
“sustainer’ rocket, are clus- 
tered inside the Atlas inter- 
continental missile, giving a 
total thrust for the Atlas of 
360,000 to 400,000 pounds. 

These ballistic missile pro« 
like the space pro- 
grams, were started on a ¢rash 
basis in reaction to Soviet 
progress in missile develop- 
ment. They made use of the 
only large rocket in existence 
in the United States. There was 
no time to develop other more 
suitable large rockets. 

Because they are under 
powered, the American mis- 
siles can carry warheads of 
only one-third to one-fifth the 


‘explosive force of Soviet mis- 


siles. 
The Soviet T-1 missile, with 
78,000 pounds thrust, has a

But the two largest single issues facing the. 
state involve its finances and its highweys. 


Tax withholding and billboard controls are - 


intimately connected with each. 

Missouri is spending some 16 million dollars 

a year above its income. Gov. Blair proposes 
to add 24 millions to revenue by increasing 
some excise and franchise taxes. Tax with- 
holding would add six or eight millions to the 
state’s income simply by i ng present 
tax collection. Is it logical for the state to 
raise taxes without attempting to collect pres- 
ent levies in full? 
'\ Crities of withholding have scattered their 
shots at every administrative problem and 
missed the main point: that 11 states already 
practicing this pay-as-you-go system have re- 
duced tax evasion and increased their reve- 
nue. The revenue gains ranged from 9.6 to 
as much as 25 per cent. 

Meanwhile the Highway Commission also 
seeks more money. It proposes a 2-cent in- 
crease in the state gasoline tax of 3 cents a 
gallon. The increase would support a 20-year 
program intended to give the state a highway 
system in which it could take pride. By con- 
trolling billboards on the interstate portion 
of the system, the state could improve the 
system even more and collect some money 
for doing it. Is it logical to spend billions on 
highways but to let them become eyesores? 

Outdoor advertising interests will argue 
otherwise, but public highways are not built 
to be private advertising opportunities or bill- 
board alleys. Recognizing this, the Federal 
Government offers a bonus of one half of 1 
per cent to states which accept its standards 
for regulating billboards. That would mean 


.some three million dollars for Missouri for 


doing what it ought to do anyway. 

The questions about tax withholding and 
billboard controls would answer themselves 
if given serious and ndn-political considera- 
tion. Pay-as-you-ge taxes and billboards should 
be on the Legislature’s agenda. 


Conflict to Be Avoided 


A committee has been named to work out 
an acceptable location for the proposed down- 
town toll-free bridge and its approaches. We 
trust that the committee will succeed in avert- 
ing any impairment of the riverfront, national 
park, occupying land which for more than two 
decades has been reserved for the city’s most 
thrilling embellishment, the 60-story arch and 
its surrounding park and buildings. 

Since Eeto Saarinen, the national memorial 
architect, and John Poland of the City Plan 
Commission are on the committee with Meyer 
Ableman, the highway department's urban 
area engineer, there should be assurance that 
no grab of a. riverfront,.park area will be 
considered. As Mayor “Tucker pointed out 
after the meeting in his office at which the 
committee was appointed, use of any of the 
land would have to be sanctioned by an act 
of Congress, and this could mean new delays 
and frustrations just when the Government 
is going ahead with the park. 

A bridge in this vicinity, serving the traffic 
of the Third Street and Danie] Boone express- 
ways, is a necessity. There already is agree- 
ment that its design should not conflict with 
that of the arch and other features of the 
park. So with the co-operation of the Na 
tional Park Service and the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads as well as that of the Highway 
Commission, the committee should be able o 
work out a solution which will neither delay 
nor mar either project,

Downtown to the circumference of metro- 
politan St. Louis in 48%minutes? What kind 
of a schedule is that—one for helicopters?

Every passenger would 
have a seat. In rush hours, trains would de- 
part every 90 seconds. Huge parking lots 
would surround suburban stations for those 
who drove to their rail connection; bus serv- 
ice from the stations to residential areas also 
would be provided, with rail-bus transfers 
being used. 

The Bay Area sees rapid transit as the low- 
est cost answer to its growing transportation 


that metropolitan area, a billion dollars for 
rapid transit is a bargain. 
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Actually, of course, it would be perfectly 
possible to keep faith with our allies—to con- 
sult them fully, take their interests into con- 
sideration at every stage—and stil) conduct a 
bilateral negotiation. Indeed, if they were 
asked, most of our allies who sincerely want 
peace would probably encourage such negoti- 
ations should a fair prospect of success be 
visible. Only those with a vested interest in

Why should the Russians propose bilateral 
talks? The cynical can speculate that they 
hope thus to induce the United States to sell 
out its friends and allies. But it is just as 
possible that their motive is the simple one 
of wanting talks which have the best chance 
of real success. Is not that the kind of talks 
our nation is interested in also? Do not such 
talks offer more hope of progress than elabo- 
rate conferences held under the spotlight of 
propaganda and publicity? 

If the Russians are truly serious about sin- 
cerely negotiating basic issues—and Mikoyan’s 
visit should provide guidance on that—our 
government ought to stand ready to negotiate 
in any forum and any form. 


The Young Turks Win 

The Young Turks beat the Old Guard when 

House Republicans voted 74 to 70 to oust Rep- 
resentative Joseph W. Martin Jr. as their party 
leader and give the post to Representative 
Charles A. Halleck of Indiana. Martin is 74 
years old. Halleck is 58. 
’ Halleck hardly qualifies as a raging radical; 
generally his record is about like Senator 
Dirksen’s, and on occasion he has been as will- 
ing to march with the right wing as anybody 
else. But in a revolt against party leader- 
ship, any change is a significant change. The 
liberal Republicans alone could not have 
ousted Martin; but his ouster should strength- 
en their voice in the party. 

The Massachusetts veteran had held the 
leadership for 20 years, and he refused to 
surrender it in negotiations held just before 
the party caucus. He did offer a compromise 
under which the new post of assistant floor 
leader would have been created, and he also 
offered to let the full Republican member- 
ship of 153 elect the chairman of the Repub- 
lican House Policy Committee, a post which 
he had also held. But the offer was rejected, 
and the vote disproved his claim that he had 
a clear majority. 

Martin's defeat is less a personal rebuke 
than a protest against policies and strategy 
which were blamed for the Republican dis- 
aster in the last elections. Halleck, as a mat- 
ter of fact, has been acting as unofficfal as- 
sistant leader for some time. No doubt, he 
will now attempt to give the party's House 
delegation a new look more appealing to the 
electorate than the grand old pattern. 

Aside from partisan considerations, this re- 
volt against the old leadership should be 
healthy, and no harm would be done if it 
spread into the ranks of the Democrats. 

Rep. John McCormack of Massachusetts, 
for example, has been Democratic floor lead- 
er just about as long as Joe Martin was Re- 
publican floor leader. Like Martin he is an 
experienced Congressman, but one who re- 
sponds to the old slogans of bygone battles 
rather than the needs of a new age. Just 
as Martin would have kept his job if his 
party had won the elections, however, Mc- 
Cormack seems safe in his.

The Year Virginia Closed the Schools 


Norfolk Newspaper Says State May Remember 1958 for Shameful Retreat

So far as the future histories of 
this state can be anticipated now, 
the year 1958 will be best known 
as the year Virginia closed the pub- 
lic schools. 


This was the year when the auto- 
matic operation of Virginia law, 
moving precisely as the state's gov- 
ernmental leadership and its Gen- 
eral Assembly had provided, 
reached out to shut and lock the 
doors of a Warren county high 
school in Front 
Royal, of two 
schools in Char- 
lottesville, and of 
three junior high 
schools and three 
high schools in 
Norfolk.

But the mark of Virginia's polit- 
ical shame is that in this confusion 
it found no better method than aban- 
doning public education entirely 
rather than follow the courts’ direec- 
tions about admitting a few Negro 
children into all-white schools.

The creation of special Na- Na- 
tional Forest Recreational 
Areas Om, Missouri's Current

National Forest 
in southeastern 
Missouri, through which flows 
a portion of these two spring- 
fed Ozark streams. 

In commenting on his an- 
nouncement, Greeley said, “The 
creation of the new special 
Recreational Areas under au- 
thority delegated by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture has given 
special status to the areas.

The proposed Forest Serv-| 


ice development, according to 


Paul J. St. Amant, forest su- | 
pervisor for this area, is as fol-. 


lows: 

(1) Development of public 
recreational facilities on suit-| 
able sites of publicly-owned 
land along the stream edges 
and providing access points to 
them. Emphasis will be placed 
on public facilities, not organi- | 
zation camps, resorts or sum- 
mer homes. 

(2) Designation of a zone 
along both sides of the rivers | 
which will be managed so as to 
preserve the esthetic and nat- 
ural characteristics of the 
streams. This zone will vary,

(3) Management of the bal- 
ance of the area which varies 
in width from one to one and 
one-half miles, under an in- 
tensive system of multiple-use 
management 
now practiced on all United 
States Forest Service lands.

CINCINNATI, Ohio., y 7 
UPf) — Delegates to the 
N.C.A.A, convention began 
business sessions today with 
tightening of eligibility rules 
lor athletes, the hottest topic | 
on the agenda. 

The proposed legislation 
would give the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association the 
power to rule over:the eligibil- 
ity of any athlete attending 
member schools. 

This and other top agenda 
matters, including an inerease 
in the N.C.A.A. policy making 
group's powers, will be voted 
on Friday at the conclusion of

Grown-up Thought 
On ‘The Rifleman’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7. 

IN LAST WEEK’S “THE RIFLEMAN,” one of the bet- 
ter Westerns to come along this season, a family of Argen- 
tines move into the community populated by the McCains 
and run headlong into “senseless prejudice’ of the other 

- ranchers. 

However, Lucas Mc- 
Cain ‘(Chuck Connors) 
preaches tolerance to his 
young son Mark ‘Johnny 
Crawford), makes him 
stop calling the visitors 
“pepperguts” and ride 
the range with Argen- 
tine’s not-quite-so-young 
son Maneulo. So far it 
follows the script of all 
tolerance dramas. But 
then the old story line 
veers sharply in a new 
and interesting direction. 
Manuelo turns out to be 
an Argentine hood who 
kills his sister’s suitor 
and then, accidentally, 
kills himself. 

The boy is heartbroken 
and he sobs to his fa- 
ther: “You said people 
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who are different are good.” 


Says the Rifleman: “I didn’t explain it so 
good. There are good ones and bad ones. I know 
that’s an awful grown-up thought for a 10-year- 
old but I want you to try and understand.” 


As a matter of fact, that’s an awfully. grown-up thought 
for the rest of us, too. In any of these tolerance dramas 
the outsiders—whether they be Negroes or Japanese or 
whatever—are persecuted by the insiders until one of the 
outsiders rescues the son of one of the insiders from cer- 
tain death. Then the insiders shamefacedly admit that the 
outsiders are a pretty good sort after all. The idea that an 
outsider could be anything but a prince of good fellows is 
heresy. For a score of years now, the only permissible vil- 
lains have been white Protestants of Anglo-Saxon stock 
During the war, of course, we could also sneer at Germans 
and Japanese and since the war it's been open season on 
the Russians. Mostly though, the bad guys are simply our- 
selves. Everyone else has a pressure group 

The most sacrosanct of outers are, of course, human 
beings whose skin is anything but white. Brown, yellow or 
black-skinned folk are automatically virtuous—or, if there 
is a fall from virtue, there are strongly extenuating circum- 
stances, usually intolerable social pressures. The result is 
that writers are forced to be fundamentally dishonest in 
their perceptions of people of any other color or creed 
than white and Protestant. 


This pressure is so intolerable to writers that 
they don’t write about black or brown-skinned peo- 
ple. Or, at any rate, they don’t write very inter- 
estingly. Coming out pretty soon is Sam Goldwyn's 
movie “Porgy and Bess” which contains a mighty 
interesting and wicked black man named Sportin’ 
Life. But Du Bose Hayward wrote “Porgy” more 
than 30 years ago. I have grave doubts that, pres- 
sures being as they are, he would write it just 
like that today. I'm absolutely convinced that 
Shakespeare could never bring out “Othello” as a 
new work today. 


An excellent example of a Negro character written un- 
der modern conditions with the N.A.A.C.P. breathing down 
the writer's back is Sidney Poitier in “The Defiant Ones.” 
Tony Curtis must shoulder the villainy alone in that pic- 
ture. Not that there's anything the matter with that as an 
individual case. But as a matter of general rule, it's dis- 
honest. 

I think if I were in the N.A.A.C.P. or in any other such 
group, I'd be happier if my race or creed were simply rep- 
resented in all honesty as people, not as plaster saints. Be- 
cause otherwise they'll be neglected altogether. Not so long 
ago Sammy Davis Jr. was wailing that he couldn't get a 
part in pictures. Well, there aren't many parts. Sportin’ 
Life, which he'll play in “Porgy and Bess,” was written a 
long time ago and nobody's doing that sort of thing any 
more. 

“Rifleman” ranks No. 4 in the Neilsen ratings, highest 
of the new shows this season. As Westerns go, it's one of 
the more intelligent ones and I'm happy that it restores 
the rifle to a position of some importance in the armory 
of the old frontier.

Paying tor Chores 


“HOW MUCH will you give me?” asked 11-year-old 
Agnes. Thereupon she began bargaining with her mother 
who had asked her to lend a hand with the week's ironing. 

“It's not enough,” she said, though Mother had raised 
the figure twice in response to her insistence that it was 
worth more. “I'll only do the napkins and handkerchiefs 
for that much,” she said. 

We wondered how long the bargaining would go on. 
It came to an abrupt end with Mother's exasperated, 
“Take it or leave it.” The girl took it and went to work 
in a halfhearted don't-care sort of way. 


In talking about it later the Mother said, “I'd 
do differently about paying her if I had it to do 
over. We began paying her for chores when she 
was 4. We thought it was a good way to have 
her earn her allowance. But it isn’t. She doesn’t 
want to do a thing unless she's paid for it. She's 
getting worse about it. She is always trying to 
raise the ante.” 


Over and over again parents bring up the pros and 
eons of this question of paying a child for doing home 
chores. There are many questions of paying a child for 
doing home chores. There are many angles to the matter. 
On the side of paying lie the arguments that it gives 
the youngsters the idea of earning; that it associates 
the getting of money with the doing of work; that it 
makes the work seem important; that it makes the child 
put forth effort for what he gets. 

The father of an 8-year-old said, “Right from the 
start we have set up the idea that you don't get some- 


thing for nothing. No work, no pay.” We asked; “What 
happens if he decides he prefers the no work?” 
“That has happened,” said the father. “Sometimes 


he gets away with it and other times he has to do the 
work anyway.” We couldn't help but wonder whether 
that quite makes sense to the youngster. 


The father of a 10-year-old cited this very 
thing as his reason for not believing in payment 
for choreé. He said, “If I put it on that basis then 
I've got nothing to say if they decide not to 
work.” He has a point. 


The decision as to whether or not to pay for chores 
is for the parents in each home to decide. The answer 
depends largely on the feeling one wants the child to 
have about his part in home affairs. If one wants the 
feeling of individual responsibility as one of the family, 
it tips the scale toward doing things because they need 
to be done, and not for pay. This is not to say that 
the feeling of being a part of the family never comes 
when chores are paid for. It may, but the odds are
